2 
was the largest and best equipped and produced the best quality iron 
ore (90$); a jtotal of about 5*000 workers, Including 1,100 Poles, 
were employed* 

Another sourca states* that in 1945-1946 there were three shafts in 
operation; ■ f 

Shafts were about 400 meters in depth. 

Fifteen latnftrcjd employees worked on three 8-hour shifts daily. 
Average yield per shaft per day was from 800 to X c 400 tons. 
Average* production per miner per shift was two tons. 

Ore was transported to the metal works in Alpayevsk. 
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
